A charge that Mississippi River 
Fuel Corp. does not have the gas 
to supply St. Louis and is seeking 
to dominate Laclede Gas Co. in 
an effort to avoid a contract obli- 
gation was made today by Robert 
W, Otto, president of Laclede. 

Otto’s statement, in the latest 
battle of words with William G. 
Marbury, president of Mississippi 
River Fuel, followed the filing at 
Jefferson City yesterday by Mis- 
sissippi River Fuel of a petition 
asking permission to ‘purchase, a 
controlling interest in Laclede. 

The petition asserted that com- 
plete control of gas for the St. 
Louis community by, the pipeline 
is in’ the: public interest, and 
would not result in higher rates. 
The pipeline charged that Laclede 
failed to co-operate with it and 
has adopted “a mistaken policy 
that antagonistic relations with 
Mississippi River Fuel Corp., are 
necessary in the public interest.” 

Replying to the petition, Otto 
said Laclede “has taken a strong 
initiative before regulatory bodies 
to resist proposed rate increases 
by Mississippi, and to urge pub- 
lic regulation.” 

His reference was to the pipe- 
line’s effort to obtain a $3,350,- 


rejected last week by the Federal 
Power Commission. Otto said the 
FPC described the rate increase 
request as-‘‘a proposal predicated 

speculative and fictitious 
costs.” 

Quotes FPC Finding. 

On the supply question, Otto 
covered his company’s dealings 
with the pipeline since February, 
1949, when, he said, Mississippi 
River Fuel informed Laclede that 
natural gas would be available 
the followin; December. 

In July, 1950, the Federal Pow- 
er Commission denied a large part 
of the pipeline’s application to ex- 
pand its facilities on grounds that 


made a showing warranting au- 
thorization at that time of all the 
projected facilities,” Otto said. 
He quoted the FPC as stating 
further that the pipeline “had 
failed to make an adequate show- 
ing of gas reserves.” 

The statement added that the 
expansion was authorized later on 
a temporary basis to avoid hard- 
ship to gas customers. However, 
the expansion application was 
called to the attention of the At- 
torney General by the FPC “for 
his consideration whether pro- 
ceedings should be instituted,” 
Otto pointed out. 

Needs of Laclede. 

Otto said Laclede has estimat- 
ed its requirements for the com- 
ing winter at 395,100,000 cubic 
feet of gas, an amount equal to 
the capacity of the pipeline, and 
for the following winter at 507,- 
900,000 cubic feet. The latter fig- 


‘lure exceeds facilities for which 


Mississippi River Fuel has sought 
authority under its expansion pro- 
gram, Otto declared. -He quoted 
from a letter from Marbury, who 
wrote: “We cannot give you as-

rewards of American citizenship. 


| flation, unless brought under 
control, eventually leads te de- 
pression. Inflation can even 
destroy free, competitive enter- 
prise—the indispensable eco- 
nomic support to human liberty. 
This danger provides one of 
the most telling of the many 
arguments against over-concen- 
tration of power in the Federal 
Government. A national gov- 
ernment can always pay for 
anything, even its own folly, by 
the dangerous expedient of in- 
flating the currency—no lower 
authority can. Firm actign to 
bring the national budget under 
control in a time of great pros- 
perity is the first step back to 
a sound dollar. It should be a 
cardinal point of national policy 
to use the legal authority and 
great influence of the Govern- 
ment to limit both inflation and 
deflation so that the coun 
may continue on an even keel. 
The next danger I list is ex- 
‘cessive taxation; rates that de- 


| stroy incentive to excel in ‘skill 


and in production. When, ex- 
ternal menace or internal crisis 
requires abnormal government ex- 
penditures, we must temporarily 
use every possible means to re- 
duce inflationary pressures, to 
avoid mortgaging the lives of our 


This mission challenges all of 
the noblest qualities of its spon- 
sors. They seek to inflame our 
generation with the spirit of the 
founding fathers. They seek to 
lead a crusade for mass compre- 
hension of what America is all 
about, how it came to be and 
whither it is bound. 

The real fire within the build- 
ers of America was faith—faith 
in a provident God whose hand 
supported and guided them; faith 
in themselves as the children of 
God, endowed with purposes be- 
yond the struggle for survival; 
faith in their country; and its 
principles that proclaimed man’s 
right to freedom and justice de- 
rived from | divine origin. To- 
day, the nation they built stands 
as the world’s mightiest temporal 
power with its position still rooted 
in faith and in spiritual values. 

Because of this, international 
difficulties and internal problems 
may challenge but cannot defeat 
the real America. No one who 
has seen, as I have seen, the 
might and grandeur of the United 
States—dominant in councils of 
peace and in contests of war—can 
doubt for a single second her es- 
sential soundness. Only her citi- 
zens—who comprise America — 
can do her mortal hurt. But if 
we, unthinkingly, should fail to 
fulfill our obligations of citizen- 
ship—then and only then could 
government by the people be in 
danger. 

During the past 18 months, 
my work has brought home to 
me daily some of the internal 
threats. to free government— 
and the penalties of failure by 
the people te guard energetical- 
ly against them. These dangers 
vary in their intensity in dif- 
ferent nations, but none is ever 
wholly secure against them. 

Certainly we are not immune 
here. Evils which can ultimate- 
ly throttle free government are 
present in today’s situation and 
they must be faced by responsi- 
ble citizenship. I shall speak 
briefly of four of these threats 
which te me seem to be danger- 
eus lapses from the American 
ways 

As a first thing, we must, as a 
people, hold fast to our faith and 
ideals, which are fundamental to 
the free system. We must work 


children and to achieve the goal 
we have set ourselves. But long- 
continued taxes that are only a 
little below the confiscatory level 
will destroy free government. 


Today, staggering federal ex- 
penditures, for civil and military 
purposes, have soared to totals 
beyond the comprehension of or- 
dinary citizens. In a world threat- 
ened by war, a great proportion 
of these is inescapable, else we 
would stand helpless before the 
threat that hovers over the free 
world. But because necessary ex- 
penditures are so great it be- 
comes doubly necessary to see 
that waste, duplication, and ex- 
travagance are eliminated. These 
are the engines which propel the 
budget from a reasonable céiling 
to a fantastic height. They must 
be eliminated. 

In particular, our entire arms 
program must be under con- 
stant scrutiny that not one dol- 
lar be spent without full value 
received. Armament, of its na- 
ture, is sterile; Jheedless ex- 
pense is investment in bank- 
ruptcy. 

Another evil which threatens 
us is the gradual absorption by 
the central government of func- 
tions that belong to local com- 
munities and to individuals. The 
stifling and costly bureaus that 
spring out of this process are 
manned by experts ‘n_ self-per- 
petuation and ceaseless e€xpan- 
sion—to no profit in terms of the 
national wel‘are. Bureaucracy— 


security and prosperity—will do 
no better in America. 

Here, our first need is to 
promote efficiency of govern- 
ment within the framework of 
the Constitution. The Federal 
Government must be 
ganized that we feel confident 
we haven’t lost sight of such 
things as thrift, frugality, and 
economy. Austerity in organiza- 
tion is only a partial cure. 
Needed also is the efficient lim- 
itation of governmental func- 
tions and the curbing of their 
spread into new and overlap- 
ping fields. 

And most certainly, America 
has the right to expect that 
every one of its officials, 
elected or appointed, be fully 
worthy of public confidence and 
trust.

It read 
as though all your constituents dis- 
approve your vote on the offshore 
oil bill. We would like you to know 
that we and a large number of our 
friends who are also your constitu- 
ents—think you voted exactly right. 

I agree, however, with the idea that 
hy. constituents should ask me why I 
toted this way on this important meas- 
ire. In fact, constituents should ask 
ne these questions on all measures of 
mportance or of interest to them. 
sikewise the newspapers should not 
tesitate to ask these questions. 

Fortunately, however, many of my 
‘tonstituents were concerned about the 
iffshore oil bill and wrote to me asking 
cor my views. So many wrote to me 
hat I had to resort to a mimeographed 
etter to answer them all. 

The tideland oil issue is very im- 
sortant. The legal issues involved in 
ny opinion as a lawyer clearly indicate 
hat title belongs in the states. From 
t political (and I.am using this word 
n its objective sense) issue, thé tide-

For example, even if the Supreme 
Court were to decide that legal title in- 
itead of “paramount interest” were 
rested in the United.

The reasons why three Congresses in 
the past were moved to pass title te 
the states are, in my view, as follows: 

1. Wharves, docks, piers, bathing 
beach facilities, fishing nets, etc., 
thould under local control as they 
ilways fave been. If, in order to get 
it the mineral rights under these mar- 

nal lands, the title to the lands is 
eclared to be vested elsewhere, we 
have a serious problem of jurisdiction 
sver policing and supervision. 

2. The wealth of the country is al- 
ready going too much out of the state 
ind local governments to the federal 
overnment. We need to build up the 
trength of state and local government. 

3. State laws in regard to gas and 
bil leases seem to be comprehensive and 
good. They are based upon real con- 
derations. Such laws are properly 
aws for state government rather than 
tederal government. 

4. The record of federal handling of 
vil properties has not been good. Two 
scandals within recent years are still 
well in the legislator’s mind: Teapot 
Dome and Elk Hill. Unfortunately, it 
is easier to get by with major impro- 
ger on the federal level than on 

state level, contrary to the impres- 
sion others may have on this matter.

Gen. Eisenhower would get at this problem 
by a natiorial revival of faith and ideals, by a 
new climate of good will, by a new appreciation 
of citizenship and responsible concern for 
all the people, and by public confidence in the 
fairness and impartiality of appointed agents. 

His second concern is with the evil of infla- 
tion. Anyone who has been willing to play with 
the fire of continued shrinkage in the value of 
money should have been pulled up short by 
Gen. Eisenhower’s short but vivid description 
of what inflation does. How it destroys the fruits 
of labor, how even at a gradual pace it dooms 
farmer and city-dweller alike ta a hopeless 
treadmill, how it can take not only savings but 
jobs, how it leads to economic breakdown. 

For his third danger Gen. Eisenhower cited 
excessive taxation. He agreed that when abnor- 
mal government expenditures are required, for 
example, by an external menace, we must use all 
proper means, including taxation, to reduce in- 
flationary pressures. But this should not be so 
long continued as to be confiscatory of enter- 
prise and destructive of incentive.

He did not in any way minimize the necessity, 

in a world threatened by war, for great federal 


expenditures, particularly for military and de- 


fense purposes. But this, as he said, only makes 
it the more urgent that waste, duplication and 
extravagance be eliminated. 

As this career soldier himself put it: “Our 
entire arms program must be under constant 
scrutiny- that not one dollar be spent without 
full value received.

As a final guide to keep us on the path, he 
pointed to the Bill of Rights—that charter of 
human liberties which are an .indispensable 
part of the Constitution. May he cite it again 


and again for there are too many persons who 


seem either not to know or to have forgotten 
how basic that great charter is to the preserva- 
tion of the free way of life. 

Gen. Eisenhower at Abilene is to be appraised 
for what he said, not for what he did not say. 
There will be other speeches and press confer- 
ences for dealing with detailed issues on which 
he needs to make his position crystal clear. To- 


day it is enough that he has declared himself on « 


major problems such as disunity, inflation and 
taxation and that he has done it in positive, 
heartening terms, designed to lift the level of 
the presidential campaign. 

Countless voters in both parties will, so we 
believe, welcome the showdown contest with 
Senator Taft of Ohio which will be fought out 
in the next five weeks. 


Are You Registered? 

Does every vote count? In South Dakota 
every one-fourth of a vote counted in each 
precinct in the Taft-Eisenhower race for con- 
vention delegates. In nearly 2000 precincts the 
difference is only something more than 500 
ballots. The official canvass will be needed to 
decide the winner and after that may come a 
contest. So every vote does count—down to the 
fraction part of a vote. And no one can vote 
who is not registered. That should be reminder 
enough for St. Louisans.

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Sewers Come First 

St. Louis and St. Louis county have many 
common problems, including transportation, and, 
as the current water shortage reminds the entire 
community, sanitation and water supply. 

City sewers are overloaded and county sewers 
are too few in number. The result is a growing 
public health menace that ignores geography 
and threatens everyone regardless of whether he

The obvious solution is a metropolitan sewer 


district. Such an agency could imprdVve and per- 
fect the existing tangle of inadequate and over- 
flowing sewers and give a substantial lift to 
area-wide development. Its creation depends 
upon the people, and unhappily they’ have been 
slow to act. 

Petitions for appointment of a board of free- 
holders to plan a unified approach to sewers 
are being circulated in the city and St. Louisans 
interested in progress ought to sign them. When 
10,245 valid signatures have been obtained, the 
way should be clear for tackling the sewer 
problem. 

Meantime, however, city and county officials 


might well examine their joint needs for an: 


adequate and continuous water supply. Even 


have sufficient water for warm weather con- 
sumption as the area builds up and the popula- 
tion grows? 

Construction of additional- capacity in the St. 
Louis system may give the city a surplus in a 
few years. If city-county water systems were 
unified, the city’s surplus could be put to good 
use. A unified, area-wide water utility might 
well produce better service at less cost to all 
users. "y Se ee 

These are provocative possibilities, They de- 
serve attention. But for the present the most 
important city-county problem is the sewer 
problem. If a plan can be worked. out for uni- 
fying the scores of sewer systems in the metro- 


politan area, there is no reason why the same : 


cannot be done for water. Solution of the sewer 
situation can show the way.

The Stars and Stripes, which recently 
published its tenth anniversary edition in 
Darmstadt, Germany, was the daily paper 
that went to war. It was written by sol- 
diers—some of them* doubled in duty at 
the typewriter and. machine gun—but to 
the extent that it counted for anything the 
paper was a civilian thinly disguised in 
uniform. : 

It was about as military as Willie and 
Joe, the cartoon characters who counted 
the army as the one they hated less. 

The paper took its 
name and its essen- 
tial attitude of civi- 
lian soldier from the 
Stars and Stripes of 
1918. That’s where 
the resemblance 
ends. The World 
War I model was a 
weekly published in 
leisurely literary 
magazine style -by 
men like Alexander 
Woolleott, Harold 
Ross and Franklin P. 
Adams. The’ second 
model became «a Bill Mauldin 
daily tabloid and set 
out to do “a good police reporter’s job” 
on the greatest war ip history. 

In three years it jumped from a circu- 
lation of 5000 to a-world record 7,000,000, 
and published 25 regular editions around 
the globe. 


“A Paper for G,I. Joe” 


As an “unofficial” paper of the army, 
it tried to maintain the free press tradi- 
tion within the rigid framework of rank 
and regulations. It was a policy which 
Sgt. Bob Moora, co-editor of the first 
London edition, defined thus: 

“This is a paper for G.I. Joe; after that 
it’s a newspaper; after that a trade journal 
whose speci readers are soldiers, and 
after that it isn’t anything else, no matter 
what the brass says.” 

Stats and Stripes had to back off from 
that policy more than once, but,.as often 
as not, it made the brass back off. It 
worked that way because Gen. George 
Marshall said it should operate with ‘an 
absolute minimum of administrative con- 
trol,” and because Gen. Dwight Eisenhower 
defined minimum as next to none. 

Eisenhower intervened personally when 
Gen. George Patton tried to muzzle Sgt.

These skirmishes with the censor were 
one measure of the paper’s independence. 
It never quit trying. Meantime, Stars and 
Stripes reporters were writing of war, and 


the .soldier’s reaction to war, from an . 


intimate knowledge of the subject. 

Some of them flew with the first Ameri- 
can bombers to strike from England. They 
went as waist gunners, partly because the 
Air Force objected to carrying dead 
weight, and partly because the reporters 
felt that if they were up there getting shot 
at they might as well shoot back. 


Ahead of the Victories 


Later, Stars and Stripes men jumped 
with paratroops, made assault landings 
with rangers, and took the long, hard road 
across Africa and Europe with the in- 
fantry. 

One of them scrounged a mimeograph 
machine, hitchhiked a ride with the D-day 
fleet, and published a flimsy,.one page 
invasion edition on Normandy beach. 


Another was shot down over Arnheim, — 


Holland, was caught by the Germans, and 
came back at war’s end with the prison 
camp story. 

Occasionally, the reporting was as unre- 
liable as the plans of battle. The paper, 
for instance, sent a man to cover the Afri- 
can invasion after first briefing him in a 
devious code. He used it to send back 
the schedule of operations. Whether from 
inexperience, or from preoccupation with 
their ‘own cleverness, Stars and Stripes 
editors stuck to that schedule while the 
army fell: behind... The result was one of 
those well informed, ring of authority 
pieces on the fall of Rabat which, unfor- 
tunately, was published 24 hours before 
Rabat fell. The paper also took Metz 
three days too soon, a circumstance which 
did not endear it to troops. still fighting 
for their lives in that battle.

Last of the Great Romantics 


RAINER MARIA RILKE, by F. W. van Heerikhuizen 
translated from the Dutch by F. G. Renier and 
Anne Cliff. (Philosophical Library, New York, 
3% pgs., $6.) 

Rilke, who may be called the last of 
the great romantics, died in 1926. Since 
then a mass of comment on the poet has 
appeared, but there has never been a satis- 
factory biography and most of the critical 
works are fragmentary considerations of 
special aspects. Mynheer van Heerikhui- 
zen (thereinafter known as “H”) answers 
a real need in respects. He offers a de- 
tailed biography: and, moreover, studies 
each of the poet’s major works in relation — 
to the period when it was written, 


Despite his growing fame, Rilke in time 
will seem more anachronistic to us. The 
trend of Western Christendom is to a kind 
of bourgeous social democracy which for 
all its other virtues will enshrine stand- 
ardization, mediocrity and “good gray” 
poets and feel uneasy with Cyril Con- 
nolly’s “sensual, fiery, aristocratic Mediter- 
ranean poet, full of wrongs and passion.” 
Spending much of his time as the guest,

The General and his managers 
are counting most heavily as a 
direct factor on his personal con- 
tacts with delegates between now 
and the convention. As an in- 
direct factor, they put much faith 
in the force of public opinion, 
which they confidently expect the 
General to arouse by the few 
speeches he plans before the 
convention.

Capt. Dan Parker who fought in 
vain to save Capt. Kurt Carlsen’s 
Flying Enterprise. Parker was 
made a member of the Order of 
the British Empire. 

The Queen was 26 years old 
April 21 but, iike predecessors .on 
the throne, picked for the official 
birthday celebration a time in 
which the uncertain British cli- 
mate was more likely to be fa- 
vorable. 

It was the first big celebration 
since official mourning ended last 
Sunday for her father, the late 
King George VI. 

The new peers are Sir Basil 
Brooke, Prime Minister of North- 
ern Ireland, and Sir Duff Cooper, 
former ambassador to France, 
who were created viscounts, and 
Lord Simonds, the lord chancel- 
lor, and Sir George D. Jeffreys, 
who were created barons. Jef- 
freys commanded the second bat- 
talion of the Grenadier Guards 
in World War I. 

Carol Reed, who produced and 
directed the movie “The Third 
Man,” was knighted. So was 


Novelist Compton MacKenzie, on 
whose book the movie “The Tight 
Little Island,” was based. Actor 
Michael Redgrave became a Com- 
mander of the Order of the British 
Empire. 

Brig. James Frederick Gault, 
who served as Gen. Eisenhower’s 
assistant both in World War II 
and with NATO, was made a 
knight commander of St. Michael 
and St. George. | 

For the first time a reigning 
Queen took the salute as Colonel- 
in-chief of the Brigade of Guards 
at the 150-year-old trooping the 
color in honor of the birthday. 

King George III originated the 
official birthday ceremony in 1805, 
but Queen Victoria, the only other 
reigning Queen since then, never 
participated in it, 

Thousands of Londoners turne 
out for the ceremony. Many of 
them waited through the night 
around the horse guard’s parade 
for a glimpse of the young sov- 
ereign as-she rode along the Mall 
between Buckingham palace and 
the parade. 

The Queen was mounted on 
Winston, the 13-year-old chestnut 
police horse she rode in last 
year’s trooping, when as Princess 
Elizabeth she deputized for her 
ailing father.

Something very like this proce 
ess appears to have occurred with 
respect to Ulysses S. Grant, the 
only West Pointer who has ever 
been President. For millions in 
the north, Grant was the hero 
and the symbol of the national 
agony of the civil war. He, too, 
came from a small-town back- 
ground and his rise to fame was 
as swift as that of Eisenhower. 


Wheel of Fortune. 


Grant was not a good President, 
even when due allowance is made 
for the difficulty of the postwar 
years. There are those who cite 
this example as working against 
any professional soldier. They say 
that the chain of command men- 
tality, hammered in from the first 
week at West Point right on 
through every phase of a mili- 
tary career, unfits a man for the 
give and take of political office. 

What kind of President Eisen- 
hower would make can only be 
surmised. It is an unanswerable 
question. What kind of President 
would Robert Taft. make? Estes 
Kefauver? Adlai Stevenson? Earl 
Warren? This may well be the 
greatest wheel of fortune in all 
of history. 

But one thing it would seem to 
this observer Eisenhower could do 
which is. beyond the scope of 
the other eandidates. By reason 
of his intense involvement at the 
center of the cataclysm of our 
time, he would have the possi- 
bility of unifying a great major- 
ity “of Americans in the neces-. 
sity to face up to a world that 
has utterly changed since Eisen- 
hower’s boyhood in this small 
Kansas town.

Convicted on Two Counts. 


Police Chief Erwin Konovsky 
was convicted on two counts, vio- 
lating the civil rights statute and 
conspiracy. He faces a possible 
maximum sentence of two years 
in prison and a $2000 fine. 

The two policemen, Sgt. Ro- 
land Brami and Frank A. Lange, 
were convicted of violating the 
statute and face a possible max- 
imum punishment of one year in 
prison and $1000 fine each. 

Village Attorney Nicholas Ber- 
kos faces a similar punishment on 
his conviction of conspiracy. He 
was acquitted on an indictment 
charging violation of the statute.

PRODUCTION RESUMED 
AT WAGNER ELECTR 


Majority of 4000 Day-Shift 
Workers Disregard ‘Wild- 
cat’ Pickets, Go In.

The Wagner Electric Corp. re- 
sumed virtually full production 
today when a majority of the 4000 
day-shift workers heeded an ap- 
peal by union officers to disre- 


gard “wildcat” pickets and return | 94 


to their jobs. 

Picketing by a group refusing 
to accept results of a union vote 
against continuing the walkout, 
which began Monday, was re- 
sumed this morning when hun- 
dreds of workers assembled out- 
side the two main gates. Edwin 
Brown, president of Local 1104, 
International Union of Electrical 
Workers, addressed the crowds 
at the gates, advising employes 
they had a legal right to go to 
work. 

When the starting whistle blew, 
at 7:45 a.m., workers streamed 
through the gates, disregarding 
the pickets. An hour later a man- 
agement spokesman reported that 
more than 90 per cent of the em- 
ployes were at work. The pickets 
disappeared, and less than 100 
employes were observed loiter- 
ing near the gates. 

The walkout resulted from dis- 
satisfaction of employes in a ma- 
chining and assembly department 
with promotion of certain indi- 
viduals over others with greater 
seniority. Some workers left the 
plant during the day shift Mon- 
day and the 4:15 p.m. shift re- 
fused to cross the picket line, 
which announced a “seniority 
strike.” Although a vote on Tues- 
day was 1087 to 1027 against the 
walkout, a majority of the work- 
ers stayed out of the plant yes- 
terday. 

Company and union represen- 
tatives. met yesterday to discuss 
the grievances. A company 
spokesman said today that an 
agreement was reached “that ap- 
peared satisfactory.” Details of 
the proposed settlement were not 
divulged. 

Another element in the situa- 
tion appears to be the effort of 
the old United Electrical Work- 
ers’ Union to regain control at 
the plant.

The scheme backfired on more 
tk .n 300 taxpayers, most of them 
described as innocent dupes. They 
were forced to make good the 
doctored returns to the tune of 
$900,000 in refunds and assess- 
ments, plus $877,000 in penalties. 

The Government said the three 
self-styled income tax experts 
dreamed up fake expenses that 
assured their clients tax refunds. 
Income of the clients averaged 


United States grand jury were 
Fred H. Herskovitz, 51 years old, 
a Long Beach (N.Y.) certified 
public accountant, and his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Doris Sobel, 33, who 
worked as his clerk.

In London the Admiralty said 
the ship, ML2582, normally car- 
ried a crew of 16. 

The accident occurred off the 
Dutch naval base of Den Helder, 
between the mainland and the 
West Frisian island of Texel). 

The plane and the ship, a 16- 
knot craft powered by gasoline 
engines, were taking part in ma- 
neuvers with Dutch, British and 
Belgian forces. 

Three Dutch fishermen wit- 
nessed the crash. ‘They reported 
that two planes made a mock div- 
ing attack on the British vessel. 

One of the planes pulled out of 
its dive but the other crashed into 
the ship, which sank immedi- 
ately. 

The F-84 Thunderjet was one 


supplied to the Dutch by the, sity 


United States. It is the same type 
aircraft which in the past six 
weeks was involved in three mys- 
terious crashes near the Amer- 
ican fighter base at Manston on 
the south coast of England.

_ UNDER ATTACK, EDITOR SAYS 


BRUSSELS, June 5 (UP)—Er- 
win D. Canham, editor of the 
Christian Science Monitor, told 
newspaper publishers from 15 na- 
tions today that the right of ac- 
cess to news has recently been 
“under widespread attack” in the 
United States. 

He told the fifth annual con- 
gress of the International Federa- 
tion of Newspaper Publishers 
that “while freedom of the press 
is carefully guaranteed. by the 
United States Constitution, free- 
dom of information or tle right 
of access to news is much less 
well exemplified. Latterly this in- 
herent right of the people has 
been under widespread attack.” 

Quoting a “very experienced 
lawyer,” Canham said “there has 
been more refusal of access to 
public records in the last five 
years than in the preceding quar- 
ter-century.

Far from 
acting as a court of last resort in the solution of 
family problems, Pop is very apt to leave major 
decisions to Mom, who is in closer touch with the 
situation and who, besides, has read all those books 
en bringing up children. 

I remember hearing stories of a not-too-remote 
male ancestor who ruled his large family with the 
traditional Victorian rod and whose wife habitually 
addressed him formally as “Mr.,” rather than by 
his first name. 

The thing that impressed me most was the fact 
that he usually was served a different menu from 
the rest of the family. For breakfast, for instance, 
his pleasure was small game birds or perhaps a 
little steak. The rest of the family contented them- 
one with porridge, eggs and other traditional 
are. 

If the gentleman were alive today, he’d be con- 
tent with the routine breakfast of the nation, but 
chances are he'd rush off like so many of his mod- 
ern brothers to catch his train sustained by a gulp 
of orange juice and a sip of coffee.

Radio and Study

E’RE going to make a suggestion today about studying 

which we know a lot of you will disagree with. We. be- 

lieve that you will disagree, because a lot of you already 
have. Some, to us personall:g Some in conversations which 
we have overheard. Some in published commentaries. 

Our suggestion is that a lot of children think they can 
study better, and perhaps really can study better, with the 
radio going. 

A lot of peopfe think tlis just plain isn’t so. “How can 
he pay attention to his studying if he’s listening to the radio? 
You can’t do two different things at once!” they object.

WELL, OF COURSE Caesar was said to have been able to. 
But leaving Caesar out of it, we’ll give you our reason for 
believing that some children—not all—actually can combine 
studying and radio. With beneficial results. 

One of the most basic principles of child development, 
and one which we are continually stressing, is that children 
differ from each other. There are few rules that you can make 
which apply equally to them all, and rules about studying are 
no exception. 

And so, there are some children whom we think of as 
“peripheral.” This means simply that they have a hard time 
in concentrating or focalizing. Their attention is more easily 
attracted to things in the surroundings than to the immediate 
task at hand. The tiniest distraction will take their minds off 
what they are doing. 


Such children obviotsly can’t study with the radio going. — 


In fact, they may even have trouble in concentrating if anyone 
in the entire house is making any noise at all. 

But the opposite kind of child has no trouble at all in con- 
centrating or focalizing and may even have a tendency to con- 
centrate too hard. A radio or other sound in the background 
not only doesn’t disturb him, but may actually have a beneficial 


effect. The semi-technical expression used to describe this is . 


that it “fills up his peripbery.” It supports him and actually 
may help him to concentrate better; and longer.

MANY A BOY AND GIRL has told us that, though his 
father and mother don’t believe it’s true, he really*can study 
better with the radio going. One girl told us, “When you're 
doing something rather unpleasant like studying, it’s rather 
comforting to be able to hear friendly voices or nice music on

And so we suggest, don’t put a blanket bar on radio with 
studying.

It's a Task Women Must Dedicate Selves to Wholeheartedly in Order to Enjoy, Says Author

Lung Cancer 


HE evidence of some relation- 
T ship between smoking ‘and 
lung cancer is now too strong 
to overlook. Certain valid general 
conclusions can be drawn from 
the 1480 cases of lung cancer 
carefully studied by several dif- 
ferent research teams in the Uni- 
ted States and Great Britain. 


Lung cancer has increased 
many times more than most can- 
cer, and improvement in diagno- 
sis doesn’t explain this increase. 
Most possible causes for this in- 
crease other than smoking have 
now been eliminated. 

Rare is the nonsmoker who de- 
velops lung cancer. In one series 
of 684 cases, only: two per cent 
were nonsmokers. Still another 
group of 649 men with lung can- 
cers had only two nonsmokers. 
By way of contrast 14.6 per cent 
of people without cancer don’t 
smoke. 

In countries such as Iceland, 
where tobacco consumption is low, 
few lung cancers occur. 


From two to six times as many 
people with cancer of the lung 
were heavy smokers. Heavy smok- 
ing is a pack or more of cigar- 
ettes a day or four to six cigars 
a day for years. 

Pipe smoking is less likely to 
cause cancer of the lung but is 
more likely to cause cancer of the 
lip or the tongue.

THERE IS a direct relationship 
between the amount and duration 
of smoking and the development 
of lung cancer. This is based on 
carefully controlled studies done 
in the following manner: Over a 
period of years and in various 
hospitals, people who had defi- 
nitely diagnosed lung cancer were 
interviewed as to their smoking 
history. Another group of people, 
simnilar as to age and sex, but not 
having lung cancer, were also in- 
terviewed for comparison. 

All of these studies show sur- 
prising agreement. The prepon- 
derance of moderate to heavy 
smokers is in the group of those 
with lung cancers. What it seems 
to add up to is that if you smoke 
more than a. pack of cigarettes a 
day for 20 years, you are increas- 
ing your chances several times of 
developing cancer. of the lung.

JUST AS WITH most other 
cancer, there doesn’t seem to be 
any single cause for lung cancer 
—certainly not tobacco. Smoking 
is simply an additive factor, a 
secondary irritant, rather than the 
prime cause of lung cancer. 

As a matter of fact, about half 
the men’ in the United States are 
moderaté to heavy cigarette smok- 
ers. But only about one per cent 
of men dying past the age of 40 
were killed. by respiratory cancer 
(nose, throat, larynx, and lungs). 
With such a high percentage of 
smokers and such a relatively low 
occurrence of lung cancer, tobac- 
co is a weak cancer-p 
agent. 

Just what it is about tobacco 
that might cause a cancer-produc- 
ing irritation is not known. Per- 
haps further studies as to what 
is the damaging material in to- 
bacco smoke will allow develop- 
ment of protective filters or 
changes in tobacco’s processing 
to make it even less dangerous.

Banana Spice Cake 


Ingredients: Two coups sifted -

West opened the spade queen, 
and after a careful survey of the 
situation, declarer won with his 
own ace and led the diamond 
seven, playing the six from 
dummy. This was the best tech- 
nique on the hand. If South 
found the diamond queen on-side, 
he could easily win four diamond 
tricks, two hearts, two spades and 
two clubs, whereas if he went out 
for the club suit, a wrong guess 
for the missing queen would leave 
him with only eight tricks—the 
defense would establish spades 
before South could set up even 
one trick in diamonds. 

The moment East had seen the 
dummy, he reached certain logical 
conclusions, With all the cards 
in sight or indicated by West's 
lead of the spade queen, East was 
sure that declarer had the club 
ace. If East took the first dia- 
mond lead with the queen and re- 
turned a spade, knocking out 
dummy’s king, South’s only re- 
maining hope would be to run 
the club suit—he would no longer 
have time to persist with dia- 
monds. And East had good rea- 
son to fear that South would 
make the winning guess in clubs, 
which would automatically give 
him five tricks in the suit.
